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LABOR RULES 
OUTLINED AT 
VALLEY MEET 


Miss Tish Checks On 
Violations Here 


Little Theater Cast Rehearses 


McALLEN — Texas labor laws 
were explained to employers of Mc­ 
Allen and Weslaco in meetings held 
Thursday and Friday by Mrs. Edith 
Tish of Corpus Christi, deputy labor 
commisisoner. 
The Thursday meeting was held 
at the McAllen Chamber of Com­ 
merce. presided over by Chamber 
Manager Paul T. Vickers and the 
Friday session at Weslaco, presided 
over by Chamber Manager John 
Hager. 
The purpose of Mrs. Tish's trip 
was to check up on reports of 
state labor law violations and to 
acquaint employers with the Texas 
regulations covering m en/ women 
and children. 
She said children under the age 
of 15 cannot be employed in indus­ 
try without permission from county 
judges. 
Such children can work 
only eight hours a day and may 
not work at night. 
The law does 
not apply to agricultural and dairy 
pursuits. 
Boys under 17 cannot be em­ 
ployed in dangerous jobs and can­ 
not be sent as messengers to places 
of ill repute. 
Women under state law can work 
only 54 hours a week, or nine hours 
a day, except in laundry and clean­ 
ing establishments, where they may 
work 11 hours daily, with time and 
a half for overtime. 
The health, comfort and morals 
of workers also was stressed. There 
must be separate rest room facil­ 
ities for men and women employed 
in the same industry, Mrs. Tish 
said. 
Texas laws do not cover men 
workers with the exception of those 
on public projects, who can work ¡ 
only eight hours daily at the pre- ! 
vailing wages. The national wage- 
hour law covers male employes.

The monthly 
benefits payable to insured wage 
earners, to their wives or widows, 
and their children, or to their de­ 
pendent parents, depend upon the 
amount of the worker's wages.

Florida averages ranged from a 
disastrous low of $1.36 at Cincinnati 
to a high of $1.91 at Detroit.

Wildlife As A Crop 
AUSTIN — Wildlife on farms in 
the wooded areas of East Texas is 
worth $140.81 in food for the farm­ 
er, his family and part of his stock, 
a survey, one of several to be made 
by the Texas Game. Fish and Oys­ 
ter Commission, discloses, accord­ 
ing to the executive secretary In 
addition, insectivorous birds do far 
more good in capturing insects 
which destroy crops. 
Squirrels rank fire In Importance 
in many sections of East Texas. 
The survey, made in Wood County, 
shows. Families kill on an average 
of 154 squirrels per year. At 35 cents 
per squirrel this totals $53 a year. 
Each family catches an average of 
153 pounds of fish, which, at 20 
cents is worth $30. Of families 
questioned. 31 5 per cent trap fur- 
bearers. earning $30 a year. 
Rabbits, opossums, ducks, quail, 
doves and various fruits made into 
preserves, make up the remainder 
of the natural reources used by 
the average farm family. The total 
of $14081 does not take into con­ 
sideration that 36.7 per cent of the 
farmers own an average of 18 47 
hogs that feed on acron meat, nor 
of timber used on the farm. 
Various other methods of turn­ 
ing natural resources into income 
were found in the survey. The 
evergreen spineless green briar with 
red fruit from Wood county was 
used to fill a $1.000 contract for the 
decoration of buildings at the Fort 
Worth Fat Stock Show. 
One farmer, with a six-acre lake 
near Gilmer earned from $17 to 
$25 an acre each of the four years 
since the lake was constructed He 
charges 50 cents per day. None of 
the other acres on his farm yield 
as much easy cash.

Alore Ducks This Year 
Texans will have an opportunity 
t*> shoot at from 20 to 30 percent 
more ducks this year than last, ac­ 
cording to surveys by state and 
federal biologists. The U. S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service biologists who 
travel the flyways from far north 
to as far south as Cuba estimate 
there will be from. 20 to 30 per­ 
cent more migratory waterfowl in 
the Lone Star State this year. 
There were a large number of 
ducks and geese in Texas, especi­ 
ally on the coast, last year, but 
poor hunting weather held down 
the total kill. Sportsmen are fer­ 
vently hoping for colder weather 
! this year.

TfiDINBURG — Ascension (Chon) 


Martinez, the Donna man whom 


the state says joined five others in 
th^ brutal murders of an unidenti- 
fied man and his wife on the banks 
of the Rio Grande in 1935, started his 
long walk down the road to death 
Saturday. 


"I'm not insane." Martinez through 


an interpreter told Criminal Dis- 
trict Judge Brycc Ferguson, who 
summoned the Donna man before 


the bar to hear pronouncement of 
his sentence to the electric chair, 


There was only a scattered 


crowd of spectators on hand when 
"Chon," a handkerchief wrapped 
around his head to hold back his 
bushy hair, walked into the court- 
room. Deputy Sheriff George Ing- 
ram took a pair of handcuffs off 
Martinez and they clanked loud- 
ly as he laid them in a nearby 
chair. 
The defendant sat down and nerv- 


ously picked his teeth with a match 
stick. . 


The court of criminal appeals at 


Austin a few days ago issued a man- 
date ordering Martinez's electrocu- 
tion, 
having earlier affirmed the 


daath sentence meted out in Judge 
Ferguson's court here. 
But the 


high court noted that Martinez had 
refused to sign papers appealing the 
penalty, adding the statement that 
the man might be insane. 


"Chon" stepped up to the little 


witness stand in front of Judge Fer- 
guson's desk. 


Did he have anything to say be- 


fore sentence was pronounced, the 
judge inquired. 


"My wife has letters from the 


governor," the interpreter 
quoted 


Martinez. "She has evidence." 


The judge had asked that Marti- 


nez present any evidence he might 
have relating either to clemency 
from the governor or affidavits from

LABOR RULES 
OUTLINED AT 
VALLEY MEET 


Miss Tish Checks On 


Violations Here 


McALLEN' — Texas labor laws 


were explained to employers ct Mc- 
Allen and Weslaco In meetings held 
Thursday and Friday by Mrs. Edith 
Tish of Corpus Christi, deputy labor 
commisisoncr. 


The Thursday meeting was held 


at the. McAllen Chamber of Com- 
merce, presided over by Chamber 
Manager Paul T. Vickers and the 
Friday session at Weslaco, presided 
over by Chamber Manager John 
Hacer. 


The purpose of Mrs. Tish's trip 


was to check up on reports of 
state labor law violations and to 
acciunint employers with the Texas 
regulations covering men, women 
and children, 


She snid children under the age 


of 13 cnnnot be employed in indus- 
try without permission from county 
judges. 
Such children can work 


only eiphl hours a day and may 
not work nt night. The law does 
not apoly to agricultural and dairy 
pursuits. 
Boys under 17 cannnt be em- 


ployed in dangerous Jobs and can- 
not' be sent as messengers to places 
of ill repute. 
Women under state law can work 


only 54 hours a week, or rrine hours 
a day, except in laundry and clean- 
ing establishments, where they may 
work 11 hours dnily, with time and 
a hnli for overtime. 


The health, comfort and morals 


of workers also was stressed. There 
must be separate rest room facil- 
ities for men and women employed 
in the same industry, Mrs. Tish 
said. 
Texas laws do not cnvcr men 


workers with the exception of those 
on public projects, who can work 
only eight hours daily .at the pre- 
vailing wages. The national wage- 
hour law covers male employes.

Violations Here 


McALLEN — Texas labor laws 


were explained to employers of Mc- 
Allen and Weslaco in meetings held 
Thursday and Friday by Mrs. Edith 
Tish of Corpus Christi, deputy labor 
commisisoncr. 


The Thursday meeting was held 


at the McAllen Chamber of Com- 
merce, presided over by Chamber 
Manager Paul T. Vickers and the 
Friday session at Weslaco, presided 
over by Chamber Manager John 
Hager. 
The purpose of Mrs. Tish's trip 


was to check up on reports ol 
slate labor law violations and to 
acquaint employers with the Texas 
regulations covering men, women 
and children. 


She said children under the age 


cij 15 cannot be employed in indus- 
try without permission from county 
Judges. 
Such children can work 


only eight hours a dny and may 
not work at night. The law does 
not apply to agricultural and dairy 
pursuits. 


Boys under 17 cannot be em- 


ployed in dangerous jobs and can- 
not be srnt as messengers to places 
of ill repute. 
Women under state law can work 


only 34 hours a week, or nine hour? 
a day, except in laundry and clean- 
ing establishments, where they may 
work 11 hours daily, with time and 
* hull for overtime. 


The health, comfort and morals 


of workers also was stressed. There 
must be separate rest room facil- 
ities for men and women employed 
in the same industry. Mrs.- Tish 
said. 
Texas laws do not cover men 


worker." with thp exception of those 
on public projects, who can work 
only eight hours daily at the pre- 
vailing wages.

Total cash income for Texas farm-

All this—3 visual evidence to the 


people of coastal England ot the 
heightening tempo ot the British 
counter-attack — followed assaults 
in which the RAF had winged afar 
over Nazi territory, spreading bombs 
inland in Germany and over hun- 
dreds of miles of the Nazi front.

jectives thus attacked, in raids of 
Friday night and early Saturday 
morning, was the

naval base at Kiel, where ship- 
building yards were declared to 
have been left in flames.
